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Stalking the Wapiti in the Rockj Mountain*. 

Caton, whose “ Deer of America " Is, as far as as I am aware, 
the only American work devoted to that rpecles of game found 
In the United States, has eight subdivisions: The Moose (Cervus 
alces), Wapiti or Elk (C. canadensis), Woodland Caribou (C. tar- 
andua), Mule Deer (C. marrotls), Columbia Blacktail (C. col urn 
blauus) Common or Virgin!* Deer (C- vlrglnlanus), Barren- 
ground Caribou (C. tarandus arctics), Acapulco Deer (C. acapul- 
c-nsls).* Mr. Citon's knowledge of the habitat and homes of 
deer, as can be easily detected by Internal evidence, Is limited to 
the eastern portions of the Union. Of the four species Inhabit¬ 
ing that region he gives a good deal of valuable details, and he 
can be considered an authority on them; of the others be only 

f ives hearsay and second-hand Information, never having visited 
at least before writing bis work) the remote parts of the West 
where they can alone be studied. 

Without wishing to enter Into a disquisition on Mr. Caton's 
elarslficatlon —to wblcb most sportsmen personally acquainted 
with the different western deer will, I fancy, be tempted to take 
exception, and give preference to Audubon, who has another 
species of long-tailed deer (C. leucurus)—I think It proper to 
premise a few words respecting the want of really authentic In¬ 
formation of the fauna of the more remote western territories. 
The Americans have a strange knack of giving animals wrong or 
misleading names. Elk, moose, buffaloes, mountain lions, quails, 
woodcocks, snipes, cotton tails, rabbits, are no less incorrectly ap¬ 
plied than the trapper's black-tall for mule-deer, ciunamon and 
sllver-llp bear Instead of grizzly bear, and numerous other similar 
Instances. That this strange carelessness is not only to be found 
among the lower classes, or the practical but nevertheless some¬ 
what Ignorant western ralscd-men, but also among the better 
educated members of eastern society, was proved to me once by 
the hilarity caused by an innocent remark of mine to the effect that 
I had gone West lo shoot “ Wapiti, but not bison," made before 
a number of New York’s fashionable Fifth Avenue "exquisites” 
—not a few of whom claimed to be “ gunners ’’—and which was 
answered by a general “ Ob, you mean elk and buffalo; you 
Englishmen never call things by their right name." 

Wapiti can still be found In great numbers In certain remote 
portions of the western country. In Autumn, after the first 
enow storm, they "move"—that Is, seek their wonted Winter 
quarters, similar to the “ trek bokkon " of South African game, 
where amazing numbers assemble. Formerly there were two 
great wintering places for wapiti—one south of Pike’s Peak, in 
Colorado, the other In a certain vast and well-sheltered valley In 
Northwestern Wyoming. The former is now occupied by ranch¬ 
men and miners, and the animals have disappeared, the majority 
having fallen victims to pot-hunters supplying the great mining 
camps and towns with game. Toward the latter locality large 
• roots of wapiti can still be seen wandering, on which occasions 
thousands can be counted lo one herd. I saw at one time, 
favored by exceptionally good luck, four thousand, trudging in 
an apparently endless file past my ambush—a sight which I count 
among the most memorable ones of my whole trip. 

Most American authors maintain that the wapiti, or, as they 
call him, the elk, stands foremost In the list of game animals of 
the United Stales—though, for my own part, I would give the 
palm to bighorn. The wapiti is the largest of the stag species 
proper, and bis size, and noble form, and magnificent antlers 
must excite, even lo the heart of the moat blatc sportsman, en¬ 
thusiasm, and probably also the wish to slay. His other qualities 
—quickness of eye, keenness of ear, and “wonderful" delicacy of 
scent—I am inclined to think American sportsmen are in the 
habit of overrating. Of all large game, excepting bison—which, 
if herdlog in unbroken bands, can be slain with great ease—I 
have found wapiti by far the easiest to kill. In whistling time— 
the trapper expression for the rutting season—wapiti, especially 
lo the more remote parts of the country where the white hunt¬ 
ers have rarely penetrated, exhibit a dullness of sense quite sur¬ 
prising to the European sportsman. The bulls—as the male 
wapiti Is called—begin to whistle toward the latter part of Sep¬ 
tember. Not having met many before, my trapper took me to a 
locality known to him as a favorite stopping place of elk during 
this period- It was a highland plateau some ten miles In length 
and five in breadth, girt In on all sides by gaunt, verdureless 
peaks. This perfectly level plateau was dotted here and there by 
patches of dense timber. Ascending any height that overlooks 
this table land, I frequently could count with my glass from 
twenty to thirty herds, each consisting of from fifty to four 
hundred head, roaming over the prairie; and not only, besides 
file wapiti, were there mule-deer, bears, and some bighorns, but 
hundreds of coyotes and gray wolves serenaded us nightly in the 
fiendishly persistent manner peculiar to them. Poisoning coyotes 
Is—now that beaver and other trapping hardly pays, and most pelt¬ 
ries have greatly decretaed lo value—the most remunerative 
work for the trapper and fur hunter. It Is not generally known 
what a destructive animal the coyote or plain wolf is; their large 
numbers, great cunning, and strategical manner of attack, by re¬ 
lays, make them not only highly dangerous for all game, from 
the wapiti calf to the full-grown antelope, but also to the cattle 
roaming over the plalna On so vast a scale are the depredations 
of the coyote, that the territorial government of Wyoming pays 
bead mooey for each coyote killed, amounting of late to six 
shillings; add to this the four shillings or live shillings which 
the skin (remaining the property of the trapper) Is worth In the 
West (that of the gray or large wolf fetches ten shillings), 
and It will be seen that four or five hundred coyote shins sum up 
very handsomely. Coyotes are hardly ever seen In daytime; they 
leave their underground residences after sunset, only to return 
*ft*r break of day. Firearms are therefore of no use to the 
coyote trappers, who rather resort to the use of strychnine ap¬ 
plied to some entire carcase so heavy that even four or five 
coyotes cannot drag It off. This Is by far the surest way of rid¬ 
ding the plains and mountains of those great pests. 

The agreement I made with my trapper, when starting out for 
my second trip of four months, left him, when not accompanying 
me on stalking expeditions-which be rarely did—or otherwise 
engaged on my behalf, foil liberty to follow his ordinary ealllog | 
• l give them la the order observed by Mr. Colon. 


during the cold season, l.s., trapping beaver or otter and poison¬ 
ing coyotes; and, though I myself bad nothing whatever to do 
with the poisoning, I very frequently killed game required as 
bait. Hence It occurred, as both game and wolves were on this 
occasion very plentiful, that my rifle bad a busy time, and the 
coyotes a decidedly bad one. 

As, with the exception of those does killed for camp meat when 
the bocks were unfit for food, I only shot old males for their 
heads, tbelr carcases in most cases being used as belt for wolves, 
nobody lo the least acquainted with the far West could doubt for 
one single moment that the sacrifice of ISO or 300 stags or buck 
antelopes for this purpose did far more good than harm—an 
opinion which all settlers and trappers I came across out West 
fully sharedt 

I have heard It frequently said, and have seen It In books on 
Wextern sport, that the wapiti has a deep bellow or call for the 
does during whistling time. Although living lo their very midst, 
our camp being often surrounded a quarter of a mile off by call¬ 
ing stags, neither my trapper, who grew up with them, nor I, 
ever heard any other sound than their peculiar whistle, which is 
no more like the bellow or roar of a European stag than Is a 
boatswain’s whistle like the b )Om of a heavy piece of ordnance. 
Col. Dodge, repeating the statement of the stag bellowing for the 
doe, adds: “In defiance, or as warning of danger, his note is a 
low whistle very much prolonged, and capable of being heard at 
incredible distances. A musical friend tells me that the note 
is the soft E of the organ." Not being musical myself, I cannot 
express an opinion. It seemed to me to resemble the tuning ol 
a violin heard lo the reverberating interior of an old cathedral, 
especially at night in the solemn quiet of a forest. 

Stalking on moonlight nights during the rutting season has 
ever been one of my fivorlte sports; and of the many good 
stags I have killed in the Old World, to none are attached 
such pleasant recollections as to those rolled over a few y irds 
off, after a long and exciting stalk through the tranquil 
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hours of a fine moonlit October night. Disappointed at 
first on missing the blood-stirring roar of the royal animal 
ae he challenges bis foe across valley and tarn, the whistle 
of the American stag has nevertheless weird charms not 
easy to describe. Every kind of stalking Is much’easler In the 
New than the Old World, not only on account of the greater 
quantities and greater fearlessness of the game, but also owing 
to the nature of the ground, and from the fact the wind blows 
constantly from a westerly direction, changing only at the ap¬ 
proach of bad weather. All these circumstances combine In mak¬ 
ing wapiti bunting an especially toilless pleasure—In fact, In the 
long run, too much so. Tbeie are few of thoee exciting mo¬ 
ments when, with breath Indrawn, the little finger Is wetted, or a 
fine plume held up to discover the direction of the breeze—with 
us of such changeful temper; none of those memorable half- 
hours stretched motionless at fall length In the grass, pendant 
with heavy dew, as with beating heart yon watch the royal stag 
Issue forth from tbe somber forest, heavy with the fragrant per¬ 
fume of tbe pine, stalking forth In all tbe strength and pride of 
a monarch on to the little dell, where the bright moonlight throws 
quaint shadows of hla noble proportions, bis breath Issuing from 
his dilating nostrils Into the frosty air lo vapory clouds, blend¬ 
ing with tbe gauss layer of luminous steam which envelopes 
mother earth. You miss tbe proud call, re-echoing through the 
silent night from crag to crag—those welcome seconds during 
which, with bared feet and crouching form, the blood rnsblng 
wildly through your tingling veins, you stride over fallen trees, 
cross the d irk brook, wending your noiseless step through tbe 
mass of llcbened pines, as, with your rifle to your shonldar, you 
approach the heedless quarTj, betrayed by his roar; and now, 


am tempted to state these details, as a charge of wanton slanghtor 
laid against me by certain gentlemen, misled by an account of my 
last year's bag, published some morths ago In the columns of Tht 
FISId, la which I did not state what use my tr: 
arable part of the game I killed. 
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maybe when you are scarcely a dozen yards off, and already per¬ 
ceive, through a network of bush and pine branches, the faint 
outline of the stag lit up by a fitful moonbeam, he suddenly 
dashes away, and, with luflated neck, brlstllug hair, and bead 
thrown well back, crashes through the dense timber, for upon his 
flue ear has re-echoed an answering call to hla challenge, and 
long before you have time to feel your discomfiture he is far 
away, rushing onward to meet nla rival In combat. 

Wanting as waptll-etalking Is In some of tbe refined charms of 
the European chase, there are yet numerous recompensing traits 
about It. There Is a grand vastness, melancholy perhaps at cer¬ 
tain times, about Western landscape, which is wholly wanting in 
European scenery. The most desolate regions In tbe wild North 
Tyrolese, Kalk-Alpen, for years my favorite chamois grounds, or 
the barren glacial expanses of Switzerland, are yet, In compari¬ 
son to the utter stillness that hushes Western mountain scenery, 
teeming with the subtle signs of life and animation. While the 
Tyrolese hunter’s far-reaching " Joddler ” call Is thrown back In 
five-ftld echoes, and the heavy crack of the rifle thunders with 
amazing force from crag to cliff, here, In tbe vaster, echoless na¬ 
ture of the New World, the loudest cry, the heaviest report, falls 
dead on the ear, and In certain conditions of tbe atmosphere you 
see tbe rifle’s flash and yet not a sound reaches you. Speaking 
of sound, and the remarkably short distance it travels In the 
West, It may be here mentioned that in some localities this occurs 
to quite an extraordinary degree. Particularly is this the case in 
the “ mauvalses terres,” or In such low-lying grounds as once 
were tbe basin of a lake. My trapper, whom 1 found an excep¬ 
tionally truth-loving person, told me that some years ago, while 
hunting on tbe borders of Arizona, his “ pard ’’ (partner) shot an 
antelops standing close to my trapper, who saw the Hash and the 
animal drop, and yet did not hear the report, though the distance 
was less than two hundred yards, the wind blowing only very 
moderately. When the latter is high, It has occurred lo me more 
than once that I failed to hear the discharge of my trapper’s rifle 
fifty yards off. 

Let me enueavor to describe a moonlight stalk, heated on a 
fallen trunk of a pine on the borders of a little grassy open¬ 
ing amid a dense patch of timber, the full moonlight—Infinitely 
brighter than In the Old World, for here you can with ease read 
the finest writing—streaming on tbe glade lying before you in 
peaceful quiet, you await the return of the wapiti to the forest. 
The trees around you are scorched and dead; for, like so many 
of the American forests, fire, the great enemy of vegetation, 
has done its work, and the breeze whistles through the charred, 
branchless truuks in melancholy strain. Before you is a lit¬ 
tle pond, skirted on one eld) by tall willows, the home of a lit¬ 
tle family of beavers, now busily at work, tbe mother and 

kittens ” cutting feed-sticks—green twigs from nine to eighteen 
Inches long, their Winter’s provender—the dog, or pater¬ 
familias, repairing, on the most approved principles of beaver 
hydrostatics, the dam beneath, whence October frosts and Ice will 
soon banish them. We see him cross the mlrror-like surface, 
only his head showing a gentle ripple, gleaming and glittering as 
he swims onward, following his course. He is making for a wil¬ 
low bush a yard or so from us, where, ready for transportation, 
lie a number of slender stems, from two to seven feet long, which 
he has cut under water during d.iytlme. Watching him as we 
sit motionless, bidden by a friendly shadow, he raises hlmBelf 
out of the water, his silken coat reflecting the bright moonbeams, 
appearing as of burnished silver. Firmly grasping between bis 
powerful teeth a stem at the big end, where It la some Inch and a 
half In diameter, he dives backward, and a second afterward he 
comes up again, tbe branch, now dear of all obstacles, trailing 
sidewise alter him. As he reaches the center of the water we 
snap our Ungers; a loud slap on the water made by his tail, and 
the branch is floating alone, a few broadening circles marking tbe 
spot where the ciutlous worker has sought safety In bis element. 

The noise has disturbed not only the beaver, but also a fine 
wa ltl stag, who, lying unobserved by us In the thick under¬ 
growth round the pond, Is, with one bound, on bis feet, and tbe 
next Instant up to his knees In the water, peering Ip the direc¬ 
tion from whence tbe sound came. He Is a noble fellow—an 
old warrior, too. for hls shaggy neck Is twice the usual size, and 
In the clear light we can see that a large brow antler Is broken 
off short. Full five minutes be stands there, forty yards off, look¬ 
ing Intently toward us; but the breeze Is In our teeth, and our 
form Is hid In deep shadow. Reassured by the presence of game, 
tbe bullet head of the beaver pops up suddenly, and again tbe 
leafy burden Is propelled forward. We sit and watch. The 
wapiti has disappeared, snd from afar the sad, weird notes of hls 
call—not unlike the softer strains of au ,K >llan harp—float down 
to us. Again snd again does tbe beaver cross the water, always 
returning with a stem of a willow, often four or five times hls 
own length. Far out on the open plains a band of coyotes 
wrangle over a dead wapiti, and now as the night advances, the 
game gradually return from tbelr grazing on tbe open ground, 
and soon the silent forest Is alive with dark forms gilding through 
tbe dead timber, the stags issuing their strange whistle with weird 
effect upon the listener. Unlike the European stag, whose roar 
grows deeper sod more powerful with age—enabling tbe trained 
stalker to select out of half a dozen “ roaring" beasts tbs biggest 
—the call of the wapiti remains, at least so I found It, much the 
same through hla career. Many a time have I been sent on a 
fool’s errand by a wapiti whose whistle I fancied differed minutely 
from the rest, and always found that they were youngsters, who, 
not daring to mingle where tbelr seniors held court, bad not yet 
acquired the wonted modulation of voice. When that Is once 
acquired, I hold It Impossible to delect any difference between 
the oldest veteran and merest youngster. 

Shooting In moonlight, though apparently as bright as daylight, 
and short Is the distance yoa shoot, requires practice and luck 
too, for It la most deceptive work. If the moon Is not very bright, 
a small pellet of bread mixed with phosphorus (match heads are 
the most convenient), kept damp, stuck to tbe front sight Is very 
effective. In bright moonlight, a white paper band with a ridge 
over the sight answers better, I think. Very good practice can 
be made coyote shooting with buckshot on a moonlight night, 
especially If snow Is on tbe ground, enabling you to ses whether 
you shot under or over your mark. On the night In question I 
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bltonlT ooce oat of three shot.; but then It »«lt»*omber 
forest, where the moonlight wee more then commonly deceptive. 
fcUttekw^Ue grey wolves about thle locality, that on. whole 
elde of the bull was eaten away when my trapper returned to the 

‘^nanotbeTpomUn the hablta of the wapiti, besides the bellow, 
do authorities differ; It la respecting hla aggressive nature, not 
only toward mao, but also toward hla fellows. Though always 
observing certain precautions lu approaching a wounded elk, I 
hH£ never met with the slightest sign of evil IntontlonsqoblB 
part ; neither bad my trapper—which, considering his 
knowledge of the game, proves much more concluaUriy t ha n my 
limited acquaintance that the wapiti cao, under all circumstances, 
be considered harmless toward men. Respecting their flgbt ng 
nroDensities among themselves, I witnessed during whistling 
tlmSTsome five or six battfes between old bulls, waged with a 
deadly fury quite ns great as msrks the duels b ' lwe, ° l ^* lr 
European brethren. Of some twenty odd good beads I b|Uiged 
during this period, more than half were damaged, having from one 
to four tines broken off short, Later on I came across much 
rewer bulls with damaged snUers-a circumstance not easy 
to explain. My own experience lends to prove that 
bulls Injured lu Bghts die subsequently a lingering death. Uf 
the above-mentioned twenty stags, six or seven showed severe 
wounds, one or two among them being hardly able to stagger 
along at the time. My ballet delivered them from further mis¬ 
ery. The Bghts 1 witnessed once or twice not ten yards off, se¬ 
creted behind dense Umber, were only between the largest of 
their species; sod, though I never saw either of the combatants 
killed on the spot, the Injuries Inflicted were very severe. It is 
s grand sight to see the two monsters rush toward each other, 
their huge antlers crashing together with hardly credible force. 
Unlike the European stags (at least on those few occasions when 
It has been my good luck to witness such an engagement)—who. 

If their horns do not get Interlocked, By asunder as soon as the 
charge Is delivered, to repeat the furious rush again snd again— 
the wapiti will push; and, not being as quick as our European 
stag, who generally rips hts antagonist’s side, the wounds I had 
occasion to examine on wapiti were mostly about the neck and 

k & On one occasion tny trapper and I were running a band of 
wapiti, numbering some four or Bve hundred, picking out the 
biggest—which are always the best protected by a surging mass 
of does and smaller fry—and shooting them, either with the 
heavy six-shooter or rifle. We followeU them for flye hours with 
two or three halts, over the stlffest ground that horses could poe 
slbly cross, when a big bull, ahot too far back, charged another 
one, a fierce flgbt ensuing there and then between the two, who 
seemed entirely oblivious of our close presence. This running 
a gang Is most enjoyable sport, provided you have fresh horses. 

Up and down precipitous slopes, across rsvlnes aud through tim¬ 
ber, always at a hand gallop, one’s riding qualities are often se- 
terely tested; but the sport Is keen, and one s nerves tingle with 
life and excitement, so that the risks and dangers come bock to 
one only afterward when, sitting at the camp fire, the whole ruo 

and its varying incidents are “ retailed.” 

The shooting of my first wapiti, under the guidance of an ur¬ 
chin some fourteen years old, was a somewhat ludicrous affair; 
and, as Its recital will give the reader an Idea of a Westeru family 
of market hunters, I am tempted to relate It. The locality was 
Laramie Peak, once well-known sporting grounds a hundred 
miles north of Cheyenne, In Wyoming, but now too near to settled- 
-up districts to afford good sport. I had been following some myth¬ 
ical bighorns on the peak, and was returning In the dusk toward 
our distant camp, when a shot in close vicinity attracted me to a 
small glade-llke opening In the forest. As I stepped out 1 saw, 
lying In the center of the treeless space, a large animal, and, go¬ 
ing closer, I saw It was a wapiti, apparently In the throes of 
death, for bis legB were moving, and his body was not yet quite 
motionless. 1 was about ten yards off—near enough to aee that 
the game bad been brlttled, and that the paunch and Intestines 
were lying close to It, alongside of an outlandish rifle, with a 
barrel some five feet long. The sportsman was nowhere visible 1 
a gray pony, rigged In Indian fashion, was grazing peaceful y In 
close vicinity, Its slashed car betokening It to be of Indian origin. 

I was still approaching the wapiti—who, strange to say, though 
brlttled, was still moving—when, to my no little astonishment, I 
heard gut ural sounds Issue from his Inside. . He was lying on 
his back, his antlers dug into the earth; aud stepping closer, the 
sounds took the shape of words, and these again the form of 
some of the hardest and most blasphemous oaths of the Ameri¬ 
can tongue ever heard by me. Certainly, If that wapiti had not 
died of a legitimate bullet, he must have succumbed to the lan¬ 
guage now issuing in sepulchral tones from his belly. 

I was naturally much surprised; for, great as were my expec¬ 
tations of the wonders which the ‘‘Great West" was to unfold 
to me, a speaking and swearing wapiti was not among the sights 
I had hoped to meet No doubt “ bad medicine ” hovered about 
this lonely and wild spot. I was, therefore, not a little relieved 
when the evil spirit presently took the shape of a pair of heels 
clad In moccasins, » hich made their appearance at the Incision 
cut to brittle the game. A pair of legs clad In leathers all be¬ 
smeared with blood, next made tbelr appearance, and a >oo body 
and bead of a very diminutive creature, covered from head to 
foot with gore, still warm and steaming, had wriggled Itself out 
of the carcase, dragging out behind him the lungs, heart, and a 
part of the windpipe. A stream of tobacco Juice squirted from 
the mouth, which at once broadened Into a grin, was the first 
ac Ion that betokened s human origin on the part of this strange 
being; whUe a loose greeting made up largely of blanks, 
“stranger," and two or three ‘‘guesses,” dispelled my last 
doubts respecting the humanity of the creature, sa Mark Twain 
would say. The boy, for euch the being turned out to be—an 
urchin fourteen years old, but very dwarfed for htsege-had 
soon Informed me that he bad “gone and done the boll with 
bis needle rifle, whose merits for range and precision be wearied 
not to extol, and which presently he handed to me for Inspection. 
Not unlike our Enfield rifle of pre-hlslorlc day, It was of Immense 
bore, and decidedly a foot and a half longer than it* owner waa 
tall. The metal fastenings of the barrel to the stock were gone 
—raw hide or “ buck string " had taken tbelr places—and the 
stock was of home-made origin, studded with brass nails, and 
notched In the most fantastic manner. The owner, however, In¬ 
formed me with much pride that he had shot already over two 
hundred elks and blacktolls with IV Dot forgetting two cinnamon 
(grixxly) bears,which he had potted,I presumed from a safe place. 
The boy bed come upoo » gmng roofing wapiti, and, picking 
out the biggest bull, had rolled him over by a very true shot some 
two hundred yards off. Questioning him why be hid himself In 
the waptU, bis grinning answer Informed roe that It woe hla usual 
manner of getting at the lungs, for his arms were far too short 
to reach them In the usual way, and he wa not stroog enough to 
cleave the breast-bone and brisket 

While talking be had whipped out an Indian scalping knife 
(sharpened ooly on one side of the edge) and lu leaa than twenty 
minutes bod skinned the huge stag In the most workmanlike 
manner—a fire of guesses respecting the weight of meat and tal¬ 
low, Interlaced with frcqeunt dischargee of tobacco Juice, ac¬ 
companying the greasy work. The green hide, weighing consid¬ 
erably over a hundred weight, waa of course too heavy for the 


boy to lift on his pony, »nd as he explained to me that be was 
going to take It home, leaving the carcase empty and dean, 
covered with boughs, to be fetched on the morrow, I wee ex P*®*' 
lng be would oak me to help him put the hide <» bU Meed- But 
to used does the merest child get to the great Western axiom of 
self help, that be preferred accomplishing this In bte own way, 
which he did with Use quick readiness of long practtce. Taking 
hit raw-hide lariat from hie saddle, he gave It a turn or two 
round the h<wo, and bringing up the pony to Use wsplU.whlch was 
still lying on the skin, he twisted the lariat roundth* nrekof the 
bide, gave the horse a kick, and the next Instant the sklo had 
been pulled from under ihe stag, and was dragging behind the 
pony, who, however, sooo stopped, evidently well up £' h '*' 

Going up to him, the boy tied the loose end of the lariatto 
the two"bind legs of the hide, and taking the rope across 
the smooth saddle and placing one leg splnst the horseis 
flanks as a purchase, had In a twinkling hoisted one-half of 
the fleshy mass, saddle-high. Doing the same with the 
fore part, tt was then easy to arrange the akin In lhe ““* t c f n ' 
venlent manner. The rspldnesa and practical manner of the 
urchin’s arrangements proved that, though youthful In years and 
diminutive In stature, he waa an old hand at bac^oodman 
craft. Not a knot was slung superfluously; with rapid but silent 
steps he moved hither and thither, now covering the boge car¬ 
case with fresh boughs or hitching up the heavy hide on the horn 
of the saddle, then lightening the primitive cope girth of hla old 
pony, or, with one circular sweep of hie sharp kntfe, e 
the wapiti’s tongue and fastening It tohls saddle, till In an In¬ 
credibly short time he had completed hta job, and the‘long rifle 
and the boy mounted the laden pony to return to their home, 
which I learnt was seven or eight miles off. It was oeariy dsrk 
by thle time, snd, being lu a PccfecUy strange country, I availed 
myself of the boy’s Invitation to psrtake of a *J“ r 
Share a buffalo robe with bis big brother rather than chance 
losing my way In the dark forest, espoclallv as the boy hid In¬ 
formed me that next day some grand sport could be enjoyed. A 
ble gang of elks, numbering, he said, quite two thousand, had 
bee tf seen by him tn the afternoon, a «“ .» 

which he had struck later on, and out of which he had killed the 

bl TTrudgtng'at the rider’s side, ho was soon telling me of ble 
shooting, or, is he called It, “ gunning. ’’ His father hsd 
to the neighborhood three or four years previously, when the In¬ 
dians were still masters of the Laramie Peak country. He was 
now making a living as a market-hunter, supplying the next set¬ 
tlement, forty-five miles distant, with game, selling it all to one 
man, who kept a “ road ranche ’’ (Inn), and at the same time was 
the grocer, dry-goods, store keeper, sheriff, and postmaster 
of tb<! settlement. All gamo^nly the hindquarters 
are used os food-fetched three cents per pound (l*d), 
which, however, wss not paid In caah, but In kind, coffee, sug»r, 
flour, ammunition, and all those numerous articles In which a 
Western merchant deals. Money they hardly ever saw; horses 
and cattle were “ swapped ” for kind; a certain number of sacks 
of flour or pounds of plug tobacco forming the base of their bar- 
t«r. In due time we reached the log shanty, standing in a wide 
clearing, fenced In by stout rails. Here the stock was kept dur¬ 
ing night, while In daytime the horses and cows grazed over the 
mountains. Loud barking and a peculiar shrill call, answered by 
the boy with a loud hallo, gave us a welcome. A flood of light 
Issued from the open doorway, and a crowd of men, half grown 
youths, and two or three women, were soon grouped round toe 
fired old horse, and a minute later 1 had found my way nto the 
hut, where a kindly “Come right In, stranger,” welcomed me. 

The hut—about 18ft. by 18ft—was divided Into two compart 
ments, one the kitchen and living room, the other the sleeping 
quarters for the female* and two married couples, while the sons 
were housed In a barn close by. Everything looked clean and 
comfortable, though exceedingly primitive. Wapiti skins Ined 
the walls, and buffalo robes formed the carpet, while a large 
table In the center was laid out for supper, with plates and cups 
of tin, and bnckhorn knives and forks. Everything but the 
cooking and eating utensils were homemade, from the buckskin 
garments of toe men to the coarse homespun dresses of the 
women. A large rack, occupying one wall, held some twelve or 
fifteen different arms, from toe Winchester repeater bartered, 
as toe father presently Informed me, for a bale of otter and wolf 
skins, the real value of which wss perhaps ten times the price of 
the cheap bud— to the antiquated Kentucky pea rifle. Every arm 
bad IU name. Here was an “ Uncle Ephraim or a track- 
maker;” there an “Aunt Dolly” and a ‘‘.Sister Jullg,” and every 
one had some special degree of merit and long gunning yarns st¬ 
udied to It. Besides the father and mother, three sons and two 
daughters, there was Just then on a visit an aunt, with two halt- 
grown sons and a little girl, so tost the supper table, of ample 
proportions, was somewhat crowded. The ring of faces, from 
the old man's grizzled head to the seven-year-old damsel s fresh 
little physiognomy, afforded an Interesting study. Happy con- 
tent was Impressed on every feature, aud soon loud laughter rang 
through the tumble-down shanty. Except a certain prlmltlve- 
ness of manner, there was little to remind one of toe Isolated posi¬ 
tion of this little community. The next settlement of white* was 
forty-five miles away, and, except the grown-up son who took the 
game In a heavy wtgon once or twice every fortnight to market, 
none of toe members ever came Into contact with civilization. 
In Winter they were entirely blocked up, the narrow glen through 
which communication was aloDe possible, becoming Impassable. 
The newest paper wo* four months old, and for Winter literature 
a bale of old Illustrated weeklies were annually bartered for 
wolfskins, and these were the only “reading matter the family 
possessed. In the presence of their elders the young fellows con¬ 
versation exhibited a marked absense of foul-mouthed language, 
(n which they otherwise Indulged with remarkable force of ex- 

Pf Many an arousing yarn of their gannlng adventures and prim¬ 
itive life enlivened the evening hours, and It was late when I and 
toe sons and cousins retired to our btrn, If such a balldlog could 
be called, having only three walla, and breezy spaces quite rix 
1 Inches between the rough beams of which It waa built. Hides 
were nailed on toe outside to dry, and a row of wapiti blnd-quar 
ter* were hung on the top beam. In the middle of toe night l 
wot woke by deep, formidable growls aud constant scratching on 
the beams dose to where Hay. Not knowing what to make of tt, I 
woke my neighbor, who, on listening for a second, quieted me by 
telling me they were only “bar” trying to reach the wapiti 
quarters. Ftv* minutes later he was snoring egtlu, evidently 
lee* put out by a beer’s visit tkan I wa*. We were up before 
sunrise, end when, after a dip to the Icy-cold water* of a neigh¬ 
boring stream, I reached the hut, I found the family already as¬ 
sembled at breakfast. • 

Everybody, except the youngeet daughter and the little niece, 
wa* going ‘‘after the gang.” The ponies (eome nine or ten) 
were already hitched to poet* to front of to* shanty and all tb* 
antiquated rifle*, toe “ Bleter Julia,” “ track-maker,” and 
“ ffraaaed lightning”—lb« Uttar being the name of my dwarf 
friend * (booting Iron—were cleaned end leld toady for os*. It 
woe certainly a novel right, tot. 11U1. hunting party, men and 
youth*, women and girt*, all, male and female alike, ymed with 
long rifle* and revolver*, and mounted on ahaggy ponlee. A few 
good bye* to the young girl *tandlng In the open doorway and 


bolding the child by the bond, snd we etarted off sta round 
pac*. Old Newland—for that 1* the name of thl* isolated family 
-Unt me a hone for the day, a* I wa* eager to catch a glimpse 
of this big gang. The previous evening young Newlaud bad 
seen them some ntne or ten miles off, going In a westerly direc¬ 
tion; It was therefore decided to make eure of them bycuttlug 
them off on their usual route, well known to the family, for It 
waa toe usual Fall move of elk*. The party kept together, bx°*pt 
me and the dwarf, who, going to a more eaaterly direction hoped 
to strike toe bend before toe main body came up. W* had not 
gone far «beu I taw two big bulls moving ever e very steep 
Slope oa the peak, at toe base of which we were rMlng. We *t 
once came to a dead halt, and decided to follow them on foot, 
the ground being too broken and steep for borves to venture on. 

The elks evidently did not belong to the main gang,for they were 
comlog from an entirely different direction Probably they were 
In sight or hsd the wind of the herd, and were now abou. to 
join them. We climbed the prcclp'tous mountain side, rising 
at an angle of quite fifty degrees ns rapidly as we could, 
end In the course of shout twenty minutes had 
reached the spot where I had seen them. Turning 
suddenly round, 1 saw spread out at my feet, some four or Bve 
hundred feet below as, and perhaps half a mile off, a plateau, 
on which were graztog a vast number of wapiti. It needed not 
the dwarf’* “ That be them” to assure me that It wss the big 
gang Sitting down on a convenient rock, I had a long look with 
my glass, endeavoring to get sortie correct estimate of the num¬ 
ber That there were not two thousand, I saw very soon. There 
were three large groups, each again divided Into small bands, 
about five hundred making up each of toe former. It was s 
grand sight, especially to one who had never before witnessed 

Knowing that the main party would strike them presently, we 
decided to follow the two big bulls we bad first sighted. The 
ground was excessively broken, and covered with loose stones, 
making It nigh Impossible to move noiselessly with boots or shoes. 

The dwarf, with hla soft moccasins—to which, it tost period of 
mv trip, I hid not yet token—hsd naturally great advantage over 
me, and the urchin took a special delight to lead me over the 
roughest ground, where stor es were constantly set rolling by my 
awkwardly heavy shooting boots. Jumping from rock to rock, 
bis huge rifle carried in his right hand, or used as alpenstock 
to steady himself, the little fellow moved along at a very rapid 
osce. We soon sighted the bulls, who were trudging along a 
small, dry water course, half a mile ahead. Here my youngster 
goteidted, and, forging ahead at a “level” run, I was left be¬ 
hind, with no chsnce of approaching the game with the necessary 
nolM*.k‘8*neM. 

Jumping on to the next high rock, I scanned the ground,and saw 
that the ravine In which the bulla were, turned sharply some few 
hundred yards ahead, enabling me, by crossing a field of huge 
boulders thrown pell-mell together, to cut off toe game, should 
they remain In the gulch. There was no need to observe quiet; 
so, putting my best foot forward, I ran, or rather leaped, the ha f- 
tnlle In good time. On reaching the desired spot I saw toe wapiti 
right under me, still In toe water course,and toe moccaslned boy- 
stalker Just settling down to open fire at eighty or ninety yards. 

I bad run nearly as far aa he had,but wss considerably pumped, 
and, besides, my shot would be quite four times as far as his. 
Before he had time to shoot, the game had got my wind, and 
swerving sharply, ascended the very precipitous sides of the 
gulch. Whipping out my glass, I watched the boy s fire. Taking 
the leader first, which was the smaller of the two, he hit him 
out of hta seven shots every time, but so Indifferently that the 
stag's movements were not Impeded. 

They were now dose to the top, snd twenty yards more would 
take them out of our right. I had to fire over the boy a head, 
as the last movement of toe game had brought him right between 
them and me. The boy evidently had never heard an Express 
bullet sing, for Immediately after my first slot he started up, evi¬ 
dently not a little startled. A second, third, and fourth followed 
In quick succession, passing some fifteen or twenty feet over his 
head, and when my fire came to an end, both bulla and the 
boy were lying stretched out on the ground the two 
former dead, the latter sorely put out by ‘ that thar 
singing canyon,” aa he persisted In naming my 500-bore Express, 
which, before he had seen Its effects and heard Its report, 
hsd appeared to him somewhat pop-gun-llke In comparison to 
his punt rifle. We found both bulls to be good-sized animals, 
but with small heads; the bigger one had his back broken by my 
Exprees, and no other Injury; toe other oue was riddled by bul¬ 
lets—the boy’s seven and one of mine, which latter had knocked 
him over. Aa It wa* my first wapiti, our success pleased me 
xreatlv. and the boy paid me the compliment that, for a ’ten¬ 
derfoot,” I had done “ mighty well.” Higher still did I rise n 
his esteem when I presented him with my bull, hide and all. 
“Why, boss, that thar bull’s akun be worth two sacks of flour 
and two pounda of tobacco I ” was hie remark. 

Being anxious to return to my camp, where I knew my people 
would be uneasy on my behalf, I left the boy skinning the ani¬ 
mals, and again to dive Into his gory hldlng-plsce, and struck off 
across the range to where I knew my camp was situated. On 
retching the height I saw with my glass four or five miles away 
the big gang now moving at a rapid pace, followed by black spots 
dodging about the herd. Months afterward I heard the result 
of their big “ Fall “ hunt. They killed that day, If I remember 
rightly; eome twenty odd head. Four hours later I waa back lu 
tny camp. 

To strike wipltl when there ire plenty is not 10 much emitter 
of luck—as Is the case, for Instance, with bear —but rather the 
result of accurate knowledge of toe ground your expedition In¬ 
tends to cover. Where there will be hundreds In September, 
there may not be a single herd six weeks later. Englishmen go¬ 
ing out are not always fortunate In the choice of their guides or 
trappers; very few of whom, at least of those who condescend to 
act In this character, ore genuine trappers. They are mostly pot¬ 
hunters, with a very limited knowledge of the more remote dis¬ 
tricts. A sharp Western cattle millionaire one* gave me the fol¬ 
lowing bit of advice: “ Never have anything to do with a man 
who wears his hair long (Indlan-ecout fashion), or who say* he 
has been everywhere and anywhere, or who sport* a nickname 
like Wild Bill, Buffalo Jim, or Buckskin John.” And my sub¬ 
sequent experience proved to me how very correct this piece of 
advice to. I could write a whole chapter on this subject, and toe 
numerous device* employed by eo-called trappers In getting up * 
name. One Instance will suffice. One of the raeny men who 
tendered me their service* at my Bret visit—before I had grown 
wise aud cueful—wa* a most beautiful specimen of the etas* I 
meen. Dressed from heed to foot tn beautifully-embroidered 
buckskin, hta hair down to hla shoulders, a melanoholy nolle or 
supreme Indifference mantling bto face, half-ebaded by a broad 
sombrero set Jauntily on bto greasy look*, he was altogether e 
very superior bring; hla lot* of truth, however, being on a far 
lower scale than hit get-up. Twanty minute*’ conversation and 
mild eroae-examlnatlon cornered him on more lies then minute*; 
and, after a toil endeavor oe hi* part to spot a frea drink, I dis¬ 
missed him. In leaving the log cabin I remarked that a bear 
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sight, and saw many mors. 






cl»w (H fastened by a bit of buckskin to the stock of hla Win- 
cheater rifle. When subsequently I had an opportunity to make 
Inquiries about him, I learnt he was a take-in from first to last. 
He had turned a pot-butter (mainly killing doe-antelope, the 
bucks being more difficult to shoot) all months before, after a 
loog course of “ bull-whacking," or teamaterlug The bear claw 
of an animal killed by a friend, he bad tied to bte rifle, to get up 
hla name as "Bearclaw Joe," under which Imposing patronymic 
he had Introduced himself to me. The choice of your guide or 
trapper Is, It need hardly be aald, always a matter of moment. 
Your bag la to a very great exteut dependent upon the wisdom 
of your selection. 

As a concluding remark, I would desire to draw attention to the 
Inferiority of the wapiti skin. Of all deer It makes the poorest 
leather, though the bide If shot about the end of October, can be 
made Into a pretty rug or robe. It te not uninteresting to note that 
Lewis and Clarke's famous exploring expedition In the first decade 
of the present century, when they penetrated to the upper waters 
of the Missouri, very nearly came to grief owing to the unen- 
durlug quality of the elk hide, of which they bad made their 
only boat, packing In It all their Instruments and stores. The 
boat and Its contents were entirely lost, and, aa the explorers 
maintain, only on account of the spongy nature of the material. 
“ Had we used buffalo skins we undoubtedly would have passed 
the falls of the Missouri In safety," remark the Intrepid explor¬ 
ers In their uarratlve. Wapiti hides are on this account prac¬ 
tically worthless —Ww. A. B.ullib-Gbohman In London field.

CHAPTER III. 

Of the Importation and Domestication of Wild Foreign 
Species. 

SECTION I. 

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

*1- 

To Import Into France a species already domesticated elsewhere, 


and domesticate a wild species, to wrench it at the same time w 
from It* habitat and Its original climate, Is to effect a two-fold 0 i 

conquest of nature. ...... ,. ^ 

If man had never done this we might doubt If his power could p 
extend so far. But what he has been able to do, wbat he has d< 
done, we see everywhere around us. The ox and the horse, p< 
sprung from the forests and steppes of Asia; the goat and the w 
sheep, descended from the mountains; so many others more mod- w 
lfled by man at the iustance of his needs, or even of his caprices, ei 
have peopled his domains with Innumerable domestic racejs tc 
which are so many species added to creation by the two-fold 
power of time and of culture. 

Science demonstrates this great fact In giving the affiliation of 
races- and precious confirmations are furnished by history as 
well as by mythology, which is only history poetised or the le¬ 
gends of the early ages. 

In this labor, effected entirely from a practical point of view, 1 
shall recur to the past only as much as may be necessary to cast 
light on the future. The recollection of what our fathers have 
done Is an encouragement for us to Imitate them, and perhaps 
also a lesson ou the manner of dolDg it usefully. We have al¬ 
ready seen that of the thirty-four domesticated animals which 
Europe now possesses. America has furnished four and the Old 
World thirty. But this Is only the first general Indication on 
which we may enlarge ourselves presently- See now what science 
and history teaches, here, still, the necessary complements of 

each other! .... 

As to our American animals. In the first place, one comes 
from North America, another from North America also, but from 
warm and temperate parts of that region, and the two others 
from the warm parts of South America. 

Among the thirty species of the Old World, a very small num¬ 
ber are Indigenous; two are Afrlcau; three Asiatic or African, 
a partial uncertainty, which, as we shall see further on, takes 
nothing from the certainty of the general result; all the others 
(and among them are, at the same time, the most precious auxil¬ 
iaries of man and the most important alimentary species), come 
to us from Asia, especially from the Central, Southern and West¬ 
ern regions. 

It la easy to see that all these partial results converge Into two 
general facte; one, historically, of extreme importance— the 
numerical predominance of Asiatic species; the other, much 
more closely connected with our subject, and which I shall thus 

enunciate: , 

The great majority of our domesticated animals Is not original¬ 
ly of our climate, nor of climates analagous to ours,and especially 
colder ; almost all, on the contrary, dwelt primitively in warmer . 
countries, often even much warmer than France. ; 

g a. : 

Whatever explanation this Inequality of distribution between : 
the different climates may be susceptlole of, It suffices that it ex- i 
lets, and that we are thus led to put this question: Is there reason 
to think that something analagous may prevail in respect to , 
species that may be domesticated In the future! This Is an ltn- : 
portant question, because It Is manifest that according to the 
answer It shall receive, the difficulties in the way of domestica¬ 
tion may be very different, as also the measures to which we shall 
have to resort to. . 

But, in the first place. Is the question soluble! We might be¬ 
lieve that It Is not, because It seems that, to answer It, It is neces¬ 
sary, before all things, to determine precisely what are the 
species to domesticate. Inasmuch as every one makes his own 
choice, every one extends or restricts the number according to the 
greater or less boldness of his conjectures; and according to 
whether such or such species shall or shall not be Included, the 
result will necessarily vary. It is clear that, If the list la arbi¬ 
trarily prepared, we can derive whatever consequences we will 
Therefore, a question which can be answered arbitrarily In op¬ 
posite ways, Is a question which, In fact, Is scientifically Insoluble. 

How then, escape from the arbitrary In this case! There Is a 
way and a very simple one—It Is to decline to prepare what Is 
Impossible now, a catalogue of all the species which may one day 
be utilized, but to make one of the species whose domestication, 
already prepared by some preliminary studies, by observations 
made In the country, or even by experiment under our own 
climate. Is so manifestly useful and possible, that all authors 
agree with respect to them. 

From this point of view every difficulty disappears. 

Is the question, for example, as to the seal, which has been 
signalized on account of its social habits, Its Intelligence and the 
facility with which It may be taken and brought up as being per¬ 
haps of all carnivores, the one which can adapt Itself with the 
greatest ease to wbat we may demand of It; so much so that the 
seal has been Imagined as being able some day to do for man In 
fishing wbat the dog does In hunting. Is the question as to the 
rhinoceros, which a celebrated traveler presents to us as having 
already been subjected In India to the first steps in domestica¬ 
tion, and which It has been believed, may be expected some day 
to have a place In bur farms by the side Of the horse and the ox, 
perhaps even replace them In part In agricultural labors, as they 
have previously in Egypt,replaced the ram! In some anticipations, 
although some naturalists have been beguiled by them, I am only 
able to see conjectures which It will be extremely rash to trans¬ 
late Into promises, eveo In favor of the most dlstaot generations. 

We will place then In our catalogue neither of these pretended 
auxiliary animals, with respect to which the field la open to the 
imagination, but not to rational consideration and to experi¬ 
ment. 

We will lorcribe, on the contrary, without hesitation, not only 
animals such aa the hemlone (wild ass), with respect to which 
the utility and pcaatblllty of domeetlcatloo have become equally 
Indisputable, but also such species as the American tapirs, the 


acclimation of which la not yet demonstrated to be possible, but 
with respect to which there Is sufficient presumption of possi¬ 
bility, and at the seme Urns certainty of utility. 

We will add also to the list different ornamental birds, of 
which several will become alimentary in the end. These spedes 
compensate their inferior utility by tbs greater ease of their mul¬ 
tiplication, and will without doubt take a place In our bird pre¬ 
serves by the side of the Chinese pheasants long before the pre¬ 
ceding occupy our stables and our watercourses. 

From the examples which I have given, ltlseyy to understand 
what our Hat may include, although It may be very Incomplete, 
when we consider a future not only indefinite but even rather 
distant from us; because the power which man has to modify 
species and to adapt them to his needs Is al most unlimited. But, 
however Incomplete, It la sufficient for the near future, which 
concerns us; sufficient consequently with respect to the prac¬ 
tical part of tbs question. ...... 

At the most, the result to which we come la so decided that, 
would we add or retrench any apedea, it will remain not leas In- 
conteetlble. 

| 8 . 

In order to render this result more manifest, I will resort to 

the form, at once so plain and concise, of synoptical tables, giv¬ 
ing, with some other data, the geographical distribution, by 
regions and by climates, of the mammals and the birds of which 
attempts at naturalization may be made soon, or have already 
been attempted with success. 

As to climate, I shall refer them to four categories. 1st. Those 
wblch dwell In regions of which the dlmata Is the same as ours, 
or differs but little; 2d. Those of Inter-tropical regions and near 
the tropics; 3d. Those which dwell In tropical regions, but at 
great heights, and consequently, near as they are to the equator, 
do not live In a warm climate; 4th. Those which dwell in tem¬ 
perate latitudes, but belong to the southern hemisphere, and 
where, consequently, the order of the seasons Is reversed. We 
would have to establish, for animals of cold countries, a fifth 
category; but there is not found even a single species belonging 
to It to Inscribe here._____ 
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The animals to be domesticated are referable to the four groups 
into which the animals now domesticated are classified. Some 
are auxiliary, sevr ’ alimentary, others industrial', a greater num¬ 
ber, however, are My ornamental, or aceeuory. I shall give In 
this order a rapli aw of all the species enumerated In the 
tables.

Editor Chicago Field: —For many moons I have read with 
much benefit and pleasure your most excellent sporting Journal, 
and, with yoar permission, I will add my mite to the general 
fund To this end I would like to mention the remarkable quali¬ 
ties of Roy, a white, liver and ticked pointer dog. He was trained 
by that prince of sportsmen, Captain Cochenour, of Illinois, and 
there bunted. His peculiarity was In bis universal adaptability 
to s medley of game. 

Roy would quarter hla ground, changing by the motion of the 
hand; be was very fast, and bunted with bis bead snd tall up. 
Quail grounds he seemed to kDow lostlnctlvely. On entering a 
field he wonld balance himself on the fence, take s general sur¬ 
vey of the ground, then In he would leap, and go apparently di¬ 
rect to the game. No dog made fewer errors In pointing; hla 
nose waa remtrkably fine. And no finer picture can well be Im¬ 
agined than to see Roy staunchly pointing acovey of quails. He 
would flush the birds If ordered to do so, otherwise, he stood by 
the hour, If need be, stiff as a marble statue. When birds were 
killed be would go directly to them, aud remain until you—not a 
stranger—gathered your birds. He roaded wounded game splen¬ 
didly and rapidly; often have I taken up a winged quail or 
chicken upon which hla paw retted. He would not retrieve, al¬ 
though I think no dog would find and secure more game. 

Hunting chickens upon the broad prairies seemed to be a 
mania with him. No Illinois dog could do better, and they are 
nejdut ultra. Those who have hunted chickens on those grounds 
know a dog must hunt almost without water, range wide, go 
fast; stand staunch; snd keep “a gait like horses running off,” 
in s broiling sun, for hours st a stretch. 

Jack snipe he hunted well; in fact, there was no upland bird 
shooting wherein he was not aufalt. While hunting In the river 
bottoms, SDd when turkeys were two-thirds grown, Roy would lie 
down while you used your caller to entice this game bird within 
gun shot Should the old ben suspect your designs upon her 
progeny, you would hear her warning put—put; then up he 
would spring, and run the old dame off; should she take to s tree 
there he would stand and bark. Ou the contrary should she take 
wing he would come back and lie down by you while you called 
up aud slaughtered “ the Innocents.” 

Pheasants he would point on the ground, or bark at In the 
trees. This last, although pot-bunting, has often been the 
means of making my vest stand out In better shape. 

Rabbits, he would point while In form. Should you miss to 
■ bring Mr. Cotton Tall to bsg, then like a car, be ran the “ grub ” 

1 until treed or run to the ground. Then such a barking! It 
would do ample justice to any houud. 

Squirrels he tracked snd treed, always barking, and should 
bnuDle not receive enough shot, he often gave the conge. He 
1 was the best tqulrrel dog I ever owned; aud many Is the pleas¬ 
ant morning I have ridden through the woods on horseback bag¬ 
ging this luscious “grub.” 

At night no hound was better to track and tree raccoons snd 
; opossums. Many Is the bard fight old Roy has bad before Mr. 
Coon would give up the ghost. 

Pointers of high grade are capable of almost Indefinite educa- 
1 tlon, aud Roy must have had blue blood, for bis marks were very 
nearly like a beautiful picture, hanging In my office, of Mr. 
Price’s Belle. 

Roy was the only dog I ever saw that did not get demoralized 
j by hunting a variety of game. No other dog, to my knowledge, 
j wonld hunt perfectly each variety of game, and no other dog 
. would do where you have points of timber, water courses, snd 
l prairie all joined In one morning’s hunt. Yet he stood as staunch 
on bts bird, after giving chase to squirrels or rabbits, as If chick¬ 
ens aDd quails were his only game. As a watch dog be was per¬ 
fect; aud a better dog waa never owned by Medicus.

“ The longest pole knocks down the most persimmons ” Is an 
old saw, true as Gospel; the sense of which Is more applicable to 
the bottom and wind of our anlmala of the field and turf than to 
anything else on four legs; and, with this fact In view, I trust 
the reader will be the better able to draw bis inferences from the 
subject of my last letter, and to see more clearly the course and 
direction of my points, and the objective stand of wbat le, or 
shall be, my untiring efforts In breeding and perfecting a dog for 
bold and spirited field work, rather than for the flimsy honors of 
the bench. 

>Tia my earnest wish that what I have written, or may write, 
may not be construed Into a purpose to write up the native dog, 
either Waddell’s, Morford’s or Campbell’s; or that I seek any 
other but a pleasant controversy; and to aet the matter at rest 
in the start I will say that, although I have taken a step Into a 
pool of what I firmly believe to be pure and reliable native blood, 
the best dog that I ever owned la one that I have now, and who 
Is as thoroughly blue aa the jacket of the sailor who led hla sire 
and dam ashore from the steamship at New York bnt a few years 
ago. 

When I look down upon this little pointer dog from my sad¬ 
dle, and know that I could reach down and lift him by the skin 
of his back Into my game-bag, I begin to think that It Is not 
the biggest thing always that makes the biggest racket; and 
when I see In the deep brisket and short-coupled quarters that 
” long pole,” which he wields from sun to sun, I feel that my 
hands are already on “ them 'ere persimmons.” 

Little, did I say! Yea, but not so little either, since he would 
bring down fifty pounds when In flesh, bat then, good at I know 
he Is, he must be bred to a large, roomy bitch, with stamina and 
staying qualltisa like himself, and to this end am I reaching as I 
perfect and mature the young scion, to which I alluded lu my 
last letter, from the loins of T ‘ King Phillip,’’ toned and refined, 
perhaps, by the royal blood of “Ada,” to graft upon stock that 
“ has been there,” and that I know to be true and tried. 

“ King Phillip " weighs, t am told, seventyafive pounds, and 
Ackerman (poor fellow ’ now gone from amoDgst us) his first 
trainer, wrote me that hp was almost perfect In the field at nine 
months old, when Mr. Waddell took him away. 

My Util*Dot, then, as yon see. Is strong lu Old Phil’s blood; 
her atre being, not only the best son of Old PhJI, but out of 
Waddell’s champion Fan (who Is a granddaughter of this good old 
dog) the largest, and as fine a bitch aa ever graced an American 
bench, or went |nto a field of game. Mohawk’s own report of 
her at 8t. Louis, vlx., " A magnificent bitch,’* along with the 
enloglume of many spectators, as mulium hi /«m, saves me 
much comment on her strain. 

Wbat has been said by me, Mr. Editor, heretofore, or what may 
appear hereafter, la not prompted by either a desire or an obliga¬ 
tion to write up, a la Leatherbead, somebody’s dog but simply 
because I love a dog and am desirous to Improve on that which I 
have, and to strike oat on my own hook. With well-blazed 
guide-marks to bring me through, and not to be dictated to In 
the manner that the leaders of the Llewellln ring to America are 
by the pretended founder of the strain, who has but to rise and 
point his finger serose the Atlantic, aaylng: ” Breed, breed, airs, 
as I advise,” to have hla summons obeyed by the cringing sup 
pllanta of his court, who have had much to say, as to the sub¬ 
ject of bench shows, etc., etc. Where the talent of the breeder I* 
displayed In like manner to that of the horse on the turf and at 
the fairs,whereas no talent baa ever been developed by the breed¬ 
ers of this strain of dogs In America; and why should there be I 
For when a Llewellln la bred to a Llewellln we have a Llewellln 
still. They strike or search for no fresh Infusion of blood, for 
they are afraid and dare not do It, as long aa a money-making 
and gullible populace that don’t know a good dog, can afford to, 
and continue to buy. Llewellln himself deserves credit for lbs 
talent, perhaps, he exhibited In crossing and borrowing blood 
until he got the best, and It Is bnt simple justice to him to coo- 
feas It, but the owners of hU strain, on thla aide have made a 
” poor out” Id trying to make ua believe and see the current of 
their talents. We see It, Hla true, but not la the light they de¬ 
sire.

Still he this aa It may, and It he 
did not learn to shoot when a boy, 1 know he did toward the 
Winter of bis life, when the wild deer bleated near the thres¬ 
hold of hla woodland h >me, and the wild turkey gobbled In the 
nearest magnolia—for why and for what are these bags of Sol 
and powder charged up here and there on his bills, aa Instanced 
by the one I Inclose yoh herewith, that you may see the fact, 
Mohawk, aa well aa so old piece of paper, written upon when It 
took about two weeks to come from New Orleans, long before 
the time that General Jackson was thrashing aome of ray grand- 
slre’a acquaintances behind tbs cotton bales below the Crescent 
City, end teaching them that material which came over here be¬ 
fore 1800 was then dubbed “ native” and pretty hard to lick.

On my return Irorn the office the other day my 
daughter Informed me one of tbe little setters was very sick, de¬ 
scribing symptoms, etc. I Immediately proceeded to Investigate 
cause and danger, etc., and from tbe symptoms, which were as 
follows, I determined worms was the affliction. The eyes were 
quite bright; no life; would not eat, except dirt and such mat¬ 
ter as Is craved by a morbid appetite; had pains at Intervals of 
fifteen or twenty mlnotea; would cry out; was very thin: bad 
been losing flesh for some time. So I gave him the proper rem¬ 
edy, watched him till bedtime, and then placed him In tbe yard, 
expecting to find a comparatively well d >g In the morning; but 
Instead found him dead. 

I Immediately held a poet mortem, and elicited the following 
facto: Nearly midway In the main Inlee tine I found a atone, In 
shape Dearly circular, seven-eighths of an Inch In diameter, and 
three-elgbtha of an Inch thick, aud tbe reason I coold not feel tbe 
atone from tbe stomach aide was, It was lodged tn a coll of the In¬ 
testines, under tbe backbone, and Just above It was from eight to 
ten worms from two to four Inches In length, and about the stae 
of vermicelli used Id soup. Tbe mala Intestine was so distended 
over the atone that It was perfectly transparent. 

It makes my heart sick wbeu I think that I aggravated tbe auf 
feringe of tbe poor little fellow, but t did It with the beat of mo¬ 
tives. One thing struck me aa peculiar; tbe medicine had never 
failed me before, but I knew why when the above facta were re¬ 
vealed.

Editor Chicago Fiblo: —In your issue of 17th inst. appears a com- 
mnuicMIon from Whltesboro,Texas, coming 1 presume from Mr. Frank 
Lister from the facts referred to, complalulng that he was unjustly 
ruled out of the shooting at our State Sportsmen’s meeting at Dallas in 
May last, and your answer thereto. Allow me to say that there is a 
clause In the constitution of the Texas StaU: Sportsmen's Association 
debarring any oue who Is not a citizen of the stale, and a member of 
an organized club belonging to the state association, from participating 
in any of the coutests reserved especially for those members. 1 have 
not the programme of that meeting before ine, but as well as I can 
remember there were some six or seven such contests reserved for the 
members of the state association, in which the prizes were mostly 
medals, silverware, eic^ donated by the citizens of the state; and these 
were the only contests from which Mr. Lister was debarred 

The officers of the oss 4 »clatlon held a consultation, and after ascer¬ 
taining the fact that lie had only been lu the state some six weeks, ruled 
that he could not shoot In the above-named matches. There were six or 
seven more contests open to all except professionals, and two open to 
the world, lu all of which Mr Lister could have shot If be so desired. I 
would add, to make the ruling of the ofllc< ra plain, that It requires 
twelve months' residence lu the state to become a citizen. 

Mr. Lister came down as a member of the Denison Gun Club to 
shoot as one of their t am for the state medal, but was not allowed to 
do so; hence the contention.

THE DESTRUCTION OF FISH--THE POWER OF 
THE FISH COMMISSIONERS. 

We have at different times drawn attention to the outrageous 
destruction^ ot fish in the Calumet river. The practice la con¬ 
tinued, and the most flagrant violations of the law are daily com¬ 
mitted. 

Recently Mr. R. B. Organ, the president of the Chicago Shoot¬ 
ing Club, wrote to Mr. N. K. Falrbank, the fish commissioner, 
resident in Chicago, drawing his attention to the condition of 
affaire, and requesting Mr. Falrbank to take action in the mat¬ 
ter, Mr. Fatrhank in his reply to Mr. Organ, regrets that there 
should be such an outrageous slaughter of flsb, and declaree that 
It ought to be punished, but Informs Mr. Orgau that he is power- 
ices to act in the matter. The law which gives the commissioners 
the power to propagate fish and to Increase the food Ashes In tbe 
waters of the state, and does not confer on them the power to 
protect the Ashes, is certainly an anomaly, and such is the lish 
law of Illluo s. 

A more ridiculous and senseless law could uot have been 
framed. The omission of the power of protecting the flsb, to a 
very great extent neutralizes the beneficial results of the labors of 
the commission. Of what use Is it to propagate flsb for a lot of 
vandals to haul out the young fish and feed their pigs and fowls 
with them! In what way can the food Ashes be more effectually 
Increased In the waters of theetate than by protecting them from 
such slaughter as Is meted out to them on the Calumet! 

Unfortunately the majority of legislators do not appreciate the 
value of the fish and game to the country. They do not seem 
to realize that they would be benefiting their constituents and 
the entire state, by cheapening food, through the increase of the 
food fishes. It is next to au Impossibility to get a decent allow¬ 
ance for the purpose; and this, while thousands of dollars are 
squandered for purposes of do practical benefit to the public; 
oftentimes purely personal emolumeut. In time, we hope the 
public will become educated up to the advantages to accrue from 
the propagation of fish, and then we may expect more intelli¬ 
gence on the subject among legislators, and proper allowances. 

We trust the fish commissioners when the legislature meets 
next Winter, will take steps to have conferred on them the 
power to protect what they propagate; otherwise, their labors 
will, In a very great measure, be in vain. 

The following is Mr. Organ's letter to Mr. Fairbank, and Mr. 
Fairbank s reply: 

Chicago, July 22, 1880. 

N. K. Fairbanks, Esq., Fish Commissioner, Chicago, III.: 

Dear Sir :—In behalf of the Chicago 8booting Club, I wish to 
call your atteutlon to the fact that the young fish Id the lake at. 
the mouth of the Calumet river are being slaughtered at a rapid 
rate, by two persons named August and Robert Margaritz— 
father and son. They have been seen on several occasions to 
make large hauls of small fish with a seine with meshes on the 
wlogs hardly three-quarters of an inch, by actual measurement, 
which is much less than the law allows. 

After hauling the fish on the beach they are In the habit of 
gathering up enough of the small ones to feed their fowls for 
several days, nod leave the balance to die on the beach. Many 
of them taken la this way are very ainall, from three to six 
inches. 

There are several witnesses to the above, among them John 
Farnsworth, of 4108 Indiana avenue, who baa dates of several In¬ 
stances where the law has been broken by theae parties; snd he, 
being very anxious to have them prosecuted, Is very willing to 
testify to the above facta. I think It is a matter that abould be 
taken charge of by the commissioners at once. Would be pleased 
to hear from you on the subject. Very respectfully,

1 have your letter In relation to the slaughter of young fish 
at Calumet; It Is a great outrage^aud ought to be punished. But 
the Flsb Commissioners have no power In the matter. 

The bill creating the Flsb Commission only gives them power 
to propagate fish aDd Increase the food fishes In the watera of the 
State. 

There was another bill passed for the protection of game and 
fish. The fact is, the grangers were so afraid the Board of Flab 
Commissioners would have some power, they limited their power 
and authority, so that we nan do no:hlng.

THE NEW YORK SHOW—AN EXPLANATION RK- 
QUIRED. 

The Business Manager of Foreat and Slrtam has stated that 
just before the New York ihow he cut out of the catalogue two 
of the entries and Inclosed them to one of the judges, with the 
special request that be would give the dogs his personal atten¬ 
tion when In the ring. To the Inquiry wbether-the judge did to, 
the Business Manager of Fortti and Stream replied: “Well, I 
guess he did, for they both got first prises.” Tbs Individual 
also exhibited as confirmation of bla statement a catalogue with 
two entries cut out. 

That be did write such a letter we think very probable, but 
that a letter from him or any one else would have Influenced 
either of the judges Id the awards, we do not for a moment be¬ 
lieve, for we are confident that three more honorable gentlemen 
never stepped Into a ring; and we therefore regard the statement 
as mere bomba*t,wlth the object of giving himself and the journal 
be Is attached to the semblance of Importance. Nevertheless, 
he having made such a statement, we think It Is a duty the 
Judges owe to themselves to stste whether either of them did 
receive such s letter; sud if so, whether the dogs mentioned did 
receive first prizes. Indeed, we do not see how they esn avoid 
noticing the statement, for It Is a very grave one, and unless 
refuted must prejudice the fslrness with which decisions were 
made st ths New York show. 

Self-Interest, la some shape or form, was, of course, the motive 
which Influenced the business manager of Foml and Stream to 
write such a letter. With honorable men there can be but oue 
opinion of a man who would use the position be occupies to In¬ 
fluence s decision for his or hls journal's benefit. The question 
naturally arises, how often has this same Individual used hls 
journal to try to Influence decisions, snd of what weight Is the 
opluionof such s journal! Altogether, It is s companion picture 
for the glass balls broken with nippers, In which the Individual 
figured so prominently, with which he was publicly charged by a 
coteroporary and which he dared not deny. 

Resignation oe Mr. Bemis. —Mr. H. V. Bemls, we regret to 
announce, has resigned bis position as treasurer and director of 
the Chicago Jockey aud Trotting Club. It was with much reluc¬ 
tance that hls resignation was accepted, and only after every 
effort bad been exhausted to persuade him to reconsider, sud after 
he had declared that it would be Impossible for him to, as not only 
did hls private business require hls atteutlon, but he would be 
absent from the city, East, for some time, and probably he should 
go to Europe.

Sport In Western Virginia.—No. VI. 


BT RIUTBIt. 

The fire caused a scarcity of game In our vicinity, so whenever 
we desired to hunt for big game we were compelled to go quite 
a distance before we could strike a trail. On top of the Big 
Ridge, near an old deserted house, R., W., F. aud your bumble 
servant, surprised a gang ot turkrye, feeding; the gobbler was a 
very large one, and got up from out of the yard near a peach 
tree, the foliage of which was very thick, as It had uot yet suc¬ 
cumbed to Autumn’s chilling blast. W. took a shot at It with 
bis rifle, F. with a shot-gun, and as he was going through (I) the 
tree I opened fire on him and literally tore—not the turke , but 
the tree to pieces, while he went sailing majestically through the 
air until hided from view by the neighboring woods. We had hard 
luck that day, for we had several shots at turkeys but failed en¬ 
tirely In bagglog a single one. True, we bad to shoot at them at 
a long raoge. The maj rlly of those turkeys wc saw that day 
were,white In color. Tbe wild and tame turkeys get mixed from 
the fact that whole droves of tint ones have been known to take 
to the mountains and never return. 

On our return borne we found a message from Mr. Wood 
awaiting us. the purport of which was that he was golog to 
Moorefleld, a little town situated on the South Branch of the Poto¬ 
mac, aod from there over to tbe Alleghenies, and “ requested the 
pleasure of our company R. 8. V. P.” We sent our thanks and 
“accepted with pleasure hls kind Invitation.” .While sitting 
around tbe fire-place that evening, we asked Coke If he wouldn’t 
spin us a parting yarn, to whlcb.be replied: “If I war to tell you 
tbe oue I’m thinking on, yer hardly believe It, It's so wonderful.” 
We begged him to tell It, anyhow, aud If there was any possible 
chance to do so after hearing It, we would credit It beyond a 
doubt. 

“ Wall, here goes. Me and Bob—you remember Bob, the one 
that I told you about before—was out lu the mountains huntin’ 
one dsy, when be seed a fine old buck a grazin' jlst srouud ther 
corner of a ridge; be knowed If he tried ter git closer he’d skeer 
that ar deer, ao he jlst bent the bar’l of hls gun so that It would 
shoot around the MU. and blazed away at It. Wal, sir, that ar 
deer beard that bulllt a cornin' and when be looked up aud seed 
it, that was enough; away went tbe deer aud away went tbe bul¬ 
llt. Bob stepped back from whar he was standin’ when he shot, 
for be knowed the bulUt would come around that ar way. Wal, 
sir, It’s a fact, tbar cum tbe deer aud jlst a hundred yards behind 
It cum the bulllt. Away tbe deer went around the ridge agin, 
and after It fientthe bulllt; presently here cum tbe deer agin 
(with emphasis), aud right close behind It the bullit, 
and jlst as the deer got opposite to us, the bulllt throwed 
him. He war one of the finest deer I ever seed.” The 
next day found us on our way to the 8outh Branch. Tbe road lie* 
directly serose the Branch Mountain, sixteen miles, and a very 
good one, too, for a mountain road; It winds around the mountain 
side facing Moorefleld, making a portion of It form a complete 
double 8. One can see a person from end to end of this part of 
the road, the distance being several miles, though If one could 
go straight down the mountain side It would uot be over one- 
half to three-quarters of a mile. Nothing of auy Import occurred 
on our journey over. We saw fresh deer signs and flushed 
several coveyi of birds which we turprlsed enjoying themselves 
Id the dust of the road. The scenery Is very picturesque; those 
grand old mountain peaks rearing their heads aloft seemed to be 
looking with benign dignity on the smaller onea below them. 
’Tls there the deer go to shed their horns, for I was told by ex¬ 
perienced hunters that the deer always seek tbe highest and cold- 
eat points on tbe mountains when about to shed their antlers. 
We stopped at the house of a son of Mr. Wood, a large and com¬ 
fortable one situated about five hundred yards from the Branch. 
The following day a party of us drove down to the “TrouBb,” 
one of tbe greatest places lu the whole State of Virginia for de’ r. 
We had a very fine pack ot houDds. Each of us were placed on 
a good stand, and told to keep a sharp lookout for veulson,which 
we did. Several were started, but the only one of our party who 
was successful enough to get a shot was D.; he bad two shots at It 
with hls double barrel but did not succeed In bringing It down. 
Two others that were started ran In tbe opposite direction from 
our party, so they were not even seen, much less shot at. I 
don’t suppose we would have ever known they were there at all 
If we had not been Informed ot tbe fact by our starter. We re¬ 
turned home very much disappointed, for ere we started In tbe 
morning we felt confident that we would brlug home a “ saddle 
of venison.” Bird shooting was very good, and we retrieved, In 
a measure, our lost fortunes, on them. Tbe neit day started on 
our trip to the Alleghenies. Our first day’s Journey was thirty 
miles on horseback, and you may be sure that we were pretty 
well tired out when we arrived at our first stopping place, which 
was just half way to our finsl destination. After partaking of a 
nice, hot supper we retired. Awoke next morning feeling much 
refreshed after our night's rest. Breakfast over, we started on 
our march once more. Just before reaching the place where we 
were going to put up while we staid In Grant county, we came 
upon Stony Creek, a vary swift stream, which we were obliged to 
ford, tbe bridge having bteo destroyed; It was very difficult to 
cross, not only oo account of the rapidity of the water, but also 
on account of the Immense boulders |u the ford(l). Shortly 
after croeelng Stony Creek we reached oar stopping place. 

After transacting bis business Mr. Wood, R. snd myaalf 
sought the Allegheny mountains, or rather a portion of them, for 
tha purpose of bagging torn* game If possible, and also for tight 
seeing. Thar* w* beheld nature In all bar beauty. Immense 
quantities of hanging moss aaapended from tha roefc* and trees, 
in ootoe place* growlag forty to fifty feet In length, and at every

The hatching ponds have outlets and reserve-sluices In the dsm, 
at the lower end or on the sides, to guard against overflows. 
These ponds must be secured against the Intrusion of pikes, eels, 
bass, catflsbes, tritons, water-snskes, turtles and water-llxarda, 
rats and water-fowls, or any voracious animals, and In the South 
the alligator. A fine grating will prevent the entrance of the 
former ; against the Utter various traps are In use, and other 
means might be devlacd. It Is of the highest Importance that 
new ponds be aealduouely kept clear of toe animals mentioned, 
and of many others not named here.

The letter Is celebrated In song es tbe beautiful blue 
Danube; In reality Its water has, during the greeter pert of the 
jeer, a grayish-white, muddy color, end e very swift current. It 
haa, however, pertlcalerly In Austria, Huogery, end the lowland* 
In general, which border upon It, numerous branches which creep 
along sluggishly, end also many small creeks with almost 
stagnant water. 

A great number of flshes of prey Inhabit this river; the pike, 
perch, the rapacious Hucho (Salmo hucho ), and, above ell, the 
never-satisfied WtU {SUurutglanit), which, In the lower Danube, 
reaches a weight of 500 pounds Its habits being similar 
to those of the carp, It lies on the mud-banks or feeding - 
placea of this fish and becomes Its most dangerous enemy and 
Insatiable destroyer, end still the carp Increases In the Danube. 
From the city of Ulm, where this river begins to be navigable, 
after Its escape from the Black Forest, a thousand miles down¬ 
ward to Its mouth on the Black Be*, as also In this one, the carp 
Is found. To this fact allusion haa been made on a former 
occasion. The carp thrives best In those parts of the Danube 
where the water Is the least clear, at the influx of the muddy 
water of Its tributaries. At one time I was present at e draught 
of a seine which took place cloee to the quay of the city of Pesth, 
In Hungary, and was arranged by Mr. Bzlhelsky Ferentz. At 
that point tbe river Is constantly plowed by steamers, steam-tugs, 
canal and ferry boats, and It would have seemed that there could 
not be many lisbes there, yet 300 fine carps,weighing from one to 
live pounds each, were taken In one draught of the net, within 
the distance of about one-quarter of an English mile. The carp 
la partial to this locality because It flnds abundant food there In 
the offal from kitchens, slaughter-houses, breweries, and the 
sewers of both the cities of Ofen and Pesth. In the European 
lakes, for Instance In the lakes of Constance, Zarlch, and Oeneva, 
the carp comes sometimes from these Into the ports to seek for 
food. 

Comparing the water of the Danube with that of the Mlssls- 
elppl, I feel convinced that I may safely assert that the carp 
would thrive excellently In tbe latter, although Its water appears 
to be even more muddy and rapid than that of the Danube, and I 
believe this to be true of the Missouri and Ohio and many others 
of It* tributaries. The Mississippi has near Its borders many 
spots where the current Is slow and which are partially covered 
with vegetation; there are also numerous creeks, where the Ashes 
would And food plentifully In the alluvial mud on the hanks. 
What has been said of Mississippi will be found to bo the case 
with many other, or probably nearly all, American rivers. They 
will be found to be adapted for the Introduction of the carp, so 
long as they are not mountain torrents which have to break their 
way through rocky and pebbly ground.
